Descriptions of the course will 
be given later in booklet form.

The Board of Directors consists of 
Prof. F. L. Williams, Principal of Sumner High, Chairman; Dr. B. 
G. Shaw, Pastor; Prof. C. E. Sawyer, Instructor in German, Sum- 
ner High. Prof. S. H. Dreer, Prof. J. W. Myers, and W. A. Giles of 
Sumner, Dr. Thurman, a prominent dentist. Dr. McClellan, Physi- 
cian and Surgeon; Mr. Brewer and J. Covington, James H. Harri- 
son and C. M. Moore. Prof. Ben H. Mosby, Head of Department of" 
History, is Superintendent and Director of the entire work.

Indignation carries with it the idea 
th e- ob j ect of ~ttg Trratlirwffl-bB- 
subject of Goda opposition. The 
wrath of Cod 1* always based on Jus- 
tice and reason that take Into account 
the rights and prerogative! of men aa 
moral agent). Yet, God's own char- 
actor for holiness and Justice will be 
vindicated whatever may be the Impa- 
tience of man with such a statement. 
"Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap" — no limitation or modi- 
fication. 

The Wrath of Qod Against All Sinful 
" Men. 
Wo know Cod hales Iniquity and all 
evil deeds, but it la a more serious 
matter for us to note that the prepon- 
derance of scripture testimony 1* 
that the wrath of God 1* against *ln- 
ful men. and logically to. Sin 1* an 
abstract thing, and cannot tie In itself 
the subject of the execution of Jus- 
tice, but the (inner can be. .Jesus 
told Nicodemna that the wrath of God 
abode on sinning man. Paul told the 
Kpbeaiaa and Colosalan Christians 
that the wrath of God would come on 
the children of disobedience. He told 
the Theeaalonians that the day 1* com- 
ing when Jesus Christ will be revealed 
fron) .heaven taking vengeance on 
them that know not Qod, and obey not 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
Wrath Provoked, Slow In Develop- 
ment, and Fearful In Visitation. 
Then are three thing* concerning 
tha wrath of God .that should be care- 
fully noted: First: The wrath of God 
can be provoked or called out. The 
Israelites provoked tha wrath of God 
repeatedly and plaguee broke out on 
tham. In the second Psalm men were 
urged to kiss the son. lest he bs an- 
gry and they perish from the way 
when hia Wrath was kindled but a 
1 litre The -wrath "of GWT will never 
he manifested without tha positive act 
of man calling It out, or provoking ft 
and one of the strongest evidence* of 
tha love of God la that hi* ton baa 
been frequently provoked and *** 
most mercifully restrained. Second- 
Tba wrath of God 1* slow In its 
development "The Lord la merciful 
and gracious, slow to anger, and plen- 
One of the minor 
prophets teaches almost exactly the 
same thing, saying: "Turn unto the 
Lard your God. for he la gracious and 
merciful, alow to soger and of great 
"neaa." Thirdly: The wrath of 
la fearful In Its visitation. -The 
i coma* when kindness, merciful 
lulgencs and. lODgsu String, are at 
an end, and the most terrible judg- 
ments fall.

CHRISTIAN BROTHERHOOD. 

IdKSaON TEKT-AC1I 1:S-*:1L 
GOLDEN TEXT-Lova one mother from 
the hearfyervenUj.— I Pet 131 It. V, . 

The SanhedrlD had tried threaten- 
ing upon tne disciples and this 1* gen- 
eral ly pretty weak, business. But 
their threat meant danger and the dis- 
ciples ware not unduly 'puffed- up over 
their deliverance. With all their be- 
Having friend* they prayed and In ro- 
aponse the Holy Spirit came upon 
them lo still further measure 
<t:H-Jl). . 

I. The Solrit-FltJad trie! lever*, 4:32- 
37. Th* two section* of tills lesson 
are really one and are designed to 
bring out sharply the contrast be- 
tween the Holy Bnlrlt-fllled church 
and an aril splrtt-flllad man. The 
communism ot the early church was 
(s) ' Christian communion (see 2:4.4); 
and It was tb) for a special occasion; 

(e) It wss benevolent — each bad ac- 
cording to hi* "needs'* <t:M, 35); id) 
It was voluntary (6:4), and (e) It rec- 
osnlxed the right to privets property 
(sea »:», 9). He, the Holy Spirit, does 

brine that unity, that altruism, those 
active social relations and services ot 
which Pentecostal communism Is th* 
■ype. unity and love are 
ulne Christianity in all ages, but tha 
lortni of their expression may differ. 
The power of the Holy Spirit was 
manifested, .not merely in love and 
unity which it produced. In the broth- 
erhood thus evidenced, but also in the 
testimony given for the. Lord Jesus 
Christ, "with great, power gave the 
apostles witness " tf> -1Kb 'resurrection 
ot the Lord Jetue." There Is much 
witness to the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesu* Christ in our day, but not 
always 'witn great power."

The ure-omi- 
nent Illustration ol Christian love In 
the brotherhood at Jerusalem was 
Barnabas If we had mora of such 
today we would have less of onion 
labor troubles and missionary deficits. 
We da well to consider carefully the 
six distinguishing feature* of thl* 
early church; (1) A praying church 
14:24-30). <2) a Spirit-filled church 
fill (Si a united churcb 1321. 141 a 
witnessing church (3]), (El a, minis- 
tering church EM, 35}, (8) a multiply- 
ing church 188, 37).
